All “antiquities” are not antique. | 
The art of the art-faker is an art that | 
conceals itself, and often enough it 
ie almost impossible of detection. 

‘Lone voubt, for instance, that has 
been cast by art experts generally up- | 
on the wax bust attributed to Leo- 
nardo da Vinci—pronounced Lafonar- 
do da Vinchi—purehased by Dr. ‘Bode 
for the German Government for £8,- 
000, is by no means an isolated inci- 
dent in the history of art collecting. 

It has yet to be decided whether |

and relieve the muscles of the upper 


part of the trunk. Bend the body at the 
waist to the right and left until a pull 
is felt on hips and muscles. Repeat five 
or six times. 

An umbrella or sunshade can be used 
Indoors to great advantage. The move- 
ment given is one used in wand drills of 

nasiums, It corrects a tendency to 
ecome round shouldered and flat chest- 
ed. Place the rolled umbrella back of the 
shoulder blades, a hand on each end. 
Thrust the chest forward and straighten 
the back so that the umbrella touches 
the entire width of the back. Stretch the 
arms downward and draw up to the 
first position. From this, thrust the im- 
provised wand straight up from ine 
shoulders. This is an excellent thin 
for producing a flat back. 

For the girl who sits on a high of- 
fice chair the thigh and leg must not 
be neglected. Sit erect and swing the 
foot backward as far as you can, 
touching the floor with the toe. After 
two or three repetitions, change the 
movement to the other side. This 
etretches the front muscles of the 
thigh and leg. 

Bending over a ledger is apt to cause 
one to forget her chin, and soon the un- 
lovely double chin will make its appear- 
@nce. This can be prevented if for a very 
short time each day a simple exercise be 
aken. Place the hands on the throat 
‘with the fingers firmly Casping the back 
of the neck and with each thumb in 

ront. Smooth the fiesh of the chin and 

he front part of the neck from front to 


back. Straighten the head, keeping 
the gus in. Bend backward and for- 
jward, 


A general stretching exercise is ob- 


tained by placing both feet upon the 
lower rest of the desk and supporting 
the weight of the body by means of 


the hands, which should rest on the 
chair or stool. Hold the arms and 
body in a rigid, straight line, with the 
head erect. Raise one foot, keeping the 
instep arched and pointing the toe 
downward. Repeat with the other 
foot. This exercise brings into play 
néarly all muscles. 

I advise these short and simple’ ex- 
ercises to be taken each day. They 
need not cover in the aggregate more 
than fifteen minutes, but the time can-

Burely my little questioner woyld not 
wish to place herself in the disadvan- 
tageous position of an humble waiter 
for manly favors! Then, again, the 
reprimanded one might ungaliantly 
voice his sentiments to the crowd, and 
the exacting girl would be avoided by 
desirable acquaintances at future times. 


But suppose, for a gocléediy harmful 
action, it is best to know nothing more 
of an acquaintance, The wish can be 
conveyed in several ways. If a conver- 
sation has been begun, it can be con- 
tinued along impersonal lines and closed 
as soon as possible. Do not hypocrit- 
ically accept or offer any suggestion of 
a future meeting. Courteously refuse 
any cpportunity to know more of the 
offender, and he will probably pase out 
of your life. 

On the street there is a wider field 
for showing your feelings. “There is 
none so blind as he who will not see,” 
sings the poet. When the smiling face 
or the lifted hand is met with a stare, 
the moment is an uncomfortable ane. 
The look that is otherwise directed 
Obviates this unpleasantness. It needs 
but a few evasive looks to imply your 
unwillingness to speak, and a person 
were foolish to insist upon a recogni- 
tion so obvieusly withheld. 

For extreme cases there is a more 
direet way of discontinuing acquaint- 
anceships. I recommend a candid dis- 
cussion of the wrong. But in talking 
over this be careful to retain your 
self-respect. Do not give him grounds 
for accusing you of being forgetful 
of the elements of polite conversation. 
In some cases it will show you the 
triviality of his faults; in others, it 
will inform him of your knowl e 
of his motives or actions.

break down the barrier which has 
been raised, 

The habit of “not speaking” is 
harmful, because it grows and brings 
embarrassing results to the silent 
one, Frequently there will be a third 


person who requires consideration. A 
guest will have to forget his antago- 
nism and meet On common grounds a 
erson whom he has previously 
gnored. It is often due to one's host 
or hostess. I advise a thorough con- 
sideration before placing a person 
beyond the pale. It is a custom more 
honored in the breach than the ob- 
servance, 

When the question arises of sever- 
ing the bonds of a friendship, then, 
indeed, I ask that a 
hearing be iven. Between friends 
there should be always frankness and 
sincerity. An offense or insult should 
be discussed and smoothed over, if 
possible. Most people are fair and 
just, and surely an opportunity for 
explanation or apology would be 

iven the offender. You will find that 

e wrong in many cases is three- 
fourths fancied. 

Remember that the cutting of an 
acquaintance does not greatly affect 
one's life, but the displacing of a 
friend is a serious matter. e can 
never come into your life on the same 
rounds. Your decision is irrevocable.

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~ RESPONSIBLE FOR FIRES. 
Animals Used by Firesetters — Rats 


* and Mice Fond of Matches. 


The latest trick in burning up 4 
building for profit, “touching it off,” 
the firemen call it, comes from Léver- 
SS Fires in the cotton ware- 

came so regularly that the au- 
thorities beeame convinced that the 
fires were purposely set. A strict 
watch was rewarded by the firemen 
catching a fire in its incipien and 
extinguishing it where it sta’ ‘ 

A search was then made for evi- 
dence, and the first thing discovered 
was a small hole in the wall. A few 
bricks had been taken out, but the 
opening was not large enough to ad- 
mit a person. The next thing that 
turned up was a cat. This solved the 
mystery of the hole in the wall, as 
well as the manner of setting the fires. 

Puss still had attacked to her tail 
some half-burned rags. The incen- 
diary simply put the cat through the 
opening, lit the stuff tied to her tail, 
and the cat naturally ran wild through 
the warehouse, carrying a trail of fire 
behind her. A fire in a cotton ware 
house set in this manner usually 
meant a total loss and poor puss was 
burned, destroying the evidence. 

Certain ‘“‘firemakers’”’ have been 
known to use a dog as a firebug. Firs* 
the dog was tied to the leg of a table 
on which was placed a kerosene oil 
lamp. After leaving the room and 
closing the door behind him, the fire- 
maker called to the dog. oo 
every effort to respond, the faithfu 
animal naturally pulled and tugged at 
the cord attached to the table. If he 
pulled hard enough he upset the table 
and threw the lamp on the floor and 
the blaze was started. 

The rat has been used to start 
fires, but often with disastrous conse- 
quences to the man who used the rat. 
A stable keeper who was troubled with 
rats got a grudge — the animals 
and thought it would be a fine thing 
to pour kerosene oil on a rat and light 
it. The rat promptly ran back to its 
nest in the stable, the most natural 
thing for it to do, and set fire to the 
stable, and shortly the stable keeper 
was gazing on a pile of smoking rub- 
bish as the result of his experiment. 

Of course everyone knows that rats 
and mice are regular firebugs. A cer- 
tain scientist once made an experi- 
ment to find out if rats no gnaw 


matches. For two weeks a at was 
kept under watch and matches placed 
with its food. It was not long before 
it was seen chewing the matches, and 
once it got a taste of the phosphorus 
it began to like the matches, and in 
chewing them set them off. 

Mice also like phosphorus, because 
it is sweet, and t “y will steal 
matches to use them in building their 
nests. In one case in which a floor 
was opened up a collection of heads 
of matches was found laid aside in a 
corner for food, while the sticks had 
been used in building the nest. Birds 
have also’ been responsible for fires, 
but not actually causing them like 
the rats and mice. The birds are fire- 
makers through buildi their nests 
in places where sparks from a chim- 
ney, for instance, fall in the straw and. 
dry stuff used in building the nest.
